H ew School Law.—T he 
new county school law 
makes a number of very radical 
changes in the government of 
the common schools of the coun¬ 
ty and tbeie will doubtless be 
some confusion to arise before 
the people became lamiliar with 
tfle workings of the new lew. 
There is a change in the manner 
of electing trustees and a change 
in the duties of the trustees. 
The law provides thaV one trus¬ 
tee be elected' for each school 
and that the election shall be by 
secret ballott much after the 
election of other county officials. 
It does a wav with women voting 
as it was permitted in the elec¬ 
tion of school trustees under tbe 
old law, as the law provides that 
only “male citizens over twenty- 
one years of age” be permitted 
to vote for the trustee in his 
school distiict. The work of 
dividing the county into school 
districts has been about comple¬ 
ted. There will be in all about 
fifty school districts in the coun- 
ty-and consequently there will 
be an election of a like number 
of trustees. The county is divi¬ 
ded into six educational districts 
and these distric's are subdivided 
into school districts. Graded 
schools are exempt from the 
operations of the law. The new

Eugene Aram, tbe scholar i 
derer who inspired two of tlx 
piece* of English liter# rure 
l>oem and Bnlwer’s novel—wa 
• in Aug. 0. 1780. 

Aram was born In 1704 
••hire. By the time he win 
year# old he wan regarded In t 
tiorhood a« a prodigy of learning, ill* 
fame for piety nud gentleness a# a 
scholar spread, and a* a result he waa 
Invited to Knarc?borough to open n 
school In 1734. There a strange de¬ 
velopment took place In Anun'a char¬ 
acter. He formed an association with 
a drinking, turbulent crftwd of men. 
the opposite of himself, among them 
Daniel Clark, who kept a little cob¬ 
bler*# shop, and Richard Houseman, a 
flax J reuser. 

In 1745 Clark married a woman with 
a small fortune of $1,000. Immediately 
be and hla companion# devised a 
scheme to rob her and her friend#. 
Clark waa to obtain all the goods he 
could on credit and hand them over tol 
Aram and Ilouaemnn. who 
posit them In a safe place, 
securing the plunder Clark 
camp, leuvlug hi# wife to #h 

self, and the property waa . _ _ 

and divided among the three men. 

(lark went about procuring a wide 
variety of artlclea on credit. He pre¬ 
tended he wa# alnait to give a great 
wedding feast and borrowed allver 
tankards, salver#, spoons, etc., frpin 
whoever would leud them. A* fast 
na the different articles were obtained 
Clark, accompuuled by Aram aud 
Houseman, carried them to a place 
called St. Robort'a cave. 

When Clark had "iKirrowed" about 
everything valuable his acquaintances 
lutd to lend, the plotters decided It waa 
time for him to disappear. So In the 
early momlug of Feb. 8. 1745, he. 
Aram and I.ousemun went to tbe cave 
to divide the tqtoll* before Clark left 
Aram und Clark had quarreled a good 
deal during tbe progress of predatory 
•Iterations. At the eutrance to the 
cave the quarrel win renewed, aud 
Aram pushed Clark away und ralued 
down tremendous blow# on hla head 
and Vliest. Clark- fell dead. 

Houseman, terrified at tbe sight and. 
a# he said, afraid of meeting tbe aarne 
fate, turned and ruu away. Aram did 
not show a particle of remorse or fear 
lie gathered up the Itooty and carried 
It to Ills bnu.-4>, where he burled c part of 
It In the garden. He burled ('lark's 
body and he#|>ed stones over tbe grave, 
lui the afte.noou he went for House¬ 
man aud threuteued him If bedtscloned 
the murder nud made him believe he 
was equally guilty In law. 

Clark's disappearance was not no¬ 
ticed for a day or two. Then tbe peo¬ 
ple from whom be had "borrowed" 
JeHclry and plate Itegun to make In 
qulrlcv Suspicion was directed to 
Aram lu some way. The village au¬ 
thorities sea relied tils home tuid found 
a bundle containing battered plate and 
clothing stained with blood. Notwith¬ 
standing this, uo action seems to hare 
been taken by the authorities, nor was 
It suspected that Clark had been mur¬ 
dered. The ncfgbtiora began to Jeer at 
llie learned schoolmaster. however, and 
Aram suddenly left his wife aud chil¬ 
dren and walked to I.oudou. 

For fourteen years his family heard 
nothing of him. He spent tbe greater 
part of (he time wandering gbout from 
place to pliue. at lust tiudlng a situa¬ 
tion a# usher lu a school at I.yun. In 
June. 1788, a horse dealer who had 
known him lu Knnresborough met him 
In the Lynn'market. Aram denied his 
hleHtlty. By a singular coincidence, 
almost the day the horse dealer accost¬ 
ed tbe now gray haired schoolteacher, 
i skeleton waa found by some work 
men digging a pit lu Thistle bill. In 
Knareslmrough.
